What is the span of man’s life? 


Science claims that man has evolved out of lower order

should be measured upon the same basis as we should meas- 
ure the span of animal life. 


The span of life should be measured according {6 natural 
laws. 


_ How long do animals live? 


Science likes to measure the longevity of animals as well 
as man’s, according to years. By doing that man appears to 
be a long lived individual. Measured according to natural 
laws, man is a very short lived individual. 


To measure the longevity of either animal or man, we 
should count the time that they live, the time it takes them 
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to reach the state of puberty upon reaching full growth. 


Animals reach the state of puberty, then full growth. 
Full growth means the prime of life... Here in the prime of 
life, animals live from five to eight times the time it took 
them to reach the state of puberty. 


Man reaches the state of puberty, then full’ growth. He 
has hardly reached full growth before he commenced to de- 
cline towards middle age. _Man misses living in the prime 
of life, all the way from five to eight times it took him to 
reach the state of puberty. 


This growing towards middle age right after reaching full 
growth, is what we call premature old age. 

If more men at present are able to live and reach the age 
of forty than in former years, let us look for causes. 


Today we have a better sanitary condition of water, street 
and sewer system, a greater abundance of crop, combined 
with a better distribution system. Greater creation of labor 
with a higher pay which allows the workers to take better 
care of their families. 


It is these conditions which allow more men to live and 
reach the age of forty today than in former years. 


Thanks to these conditions, the weaklings who, according 
to nature would have succumbed, are able to live and reach 
the age of forty. 


Are these conditions owing to science? 
Not merely that less men today live and reach the age of 


one hundred, but statistics inform us that baldness, loss of 
teeth, failing eyesight, is more prevalent than in former years, 
and still science tells the public that they have increased the 
span of human life.

Nature gave to man while living in the animal state, hair, 
teeth, good eyesight, health and long life.

.What caused science to develop this strange theory that 
the Brain should be the seat of intelligence?

What is intelligence? 
What science calls mind, is what Theology calls soul.

What God has done, is to give to man (mind or soul) a 
body to live in, while living upon this planet of ours. When 
the body dies, the “mind or soul’ leaves for the universe, 
either to return or to go to another planet ruled by a higher 
mental state, it depends upon how well man developed during 
his stay upon this planet.

PHYSIOGNOMY 


A careful study of physiognomy would long ago have dis- 
carded this theory that the brain is the seat of the mind:

In the study of physiognomy, we should only deal with the 
expression in the eyes.

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The tree-climbing animal with his long and powerful arms 
gets an iron grip and holds on with all his might. While 
holding on he uses his powerful jaws. He bites and bites, he 
tears the skin. As the skin is torn he sinks his teeth into 
the wound, he tears the flesh from the wound, he swallows 
blood, he swallows particles of the flesh. 


The exertion of every muscle demands fuel, the food in the 
body is soon used up, and the demand for more fuel creates 
that feeling that we call hunger.

enters the tree. 


The following morning, in possession of a ravenous hunger, 
he starts out to get flesh and blood. He has been hunting 
for two or three hours when finally he squats down to rest. 
There he sits. He hears a noise. He has had enough experi- 
ence and moves very slowly. He has happened to squat 
down behind a heavy bush, and as he slowly raises himself 
and looks over the bush, he notices an animal grazing nearby, 
and there he stands. 


(The utter impossibility of catching prey sie the plans 
of the designer. The bodily development during his stay in 
the trees prevented him from moving on all four. The 
squatting position in the trees is the natural position for him 
to take and by raising himself up to look over the bush is the 
starting of an upright body.) 


The animal is coming nearer and nearer. As it passes, 
this strong and powerful tree-climbing animal makes a leap, 
with his powerful arms, he gets a death grip, and again he 
is able to satisfy his desire for flesh and blood. Being in ~ 
possession of a ravenous hunger and able again to satisfy it 
upon flesh and blood, his liking for flesh and blood is in- 
creased to a yet greater extent. 


When the carcass is eaten up he goes out to hunt. His 
former experience has taught him the lesson to squat down 
behind a heavy bush and wait for some prey to pass and 
then with a leap to catch the prey. 


Some of the other tree-climbing animals witness edtede bat-. 
tles and upon seeing our animal eating flesh and blood, come 
down. Some taste it; some like it, some don’t. 


“We know that children or young people acquire new 
habits very easily, and in this case we find that some of the 
younger animals in getting a taste for flesh and blood, come 
after each battle to partake of the prey. The animal with the 
prey acts towards them as a dog with a bone, but after sat- 
isfying his hunger, he would enter the tree. That gives the 
other animals an opportunity to satisfy their hunger. 
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But some of these animals become too bold and our animal 
takes the prey with him up into the tree. That prevents the 
other animals from partaking, and forces them to go out 
and hunt. 


They all go through the same experience, that itis utterly 
impossible for them to run down any prey, and they start 
to imitate our animal by squatting down behind some heavy 
bush and wait for prey to pass and then by a jump, catch 
¥c3 

We will allow two generations to pass and find ourselves 
among the third generation. The whole tribe living upon 
flesh and blood. 


Their continually raising themselves up, looking over the | 
bushes for prey, is making them straighter and that is as- 
sisted in a wonderful manner by the younger offspring, who 
by this time spends more time on the ground than they for- 
merly did. 

As all offspring imitate their parents, so with these young 
tree-climbing animals. They not merely walk more upon the 
ground, but they stand behind heavy bushes and watch each 
other. 


The walking back and forth with the prey develops the 
walking ability. The jumping upon the prey develops the 
jumping ability. 

They now develop the understanding that two can do bet- 
ter than one, and we find that the male and the female go out. 
together to hunt. Each one sits behind a heavy bush, not 
very far apart. Should one not catch the prey by a jump, the 
_ other will try to stop it. 

They develop the understanding that three can do better 
than two, four and five better than three, and, as the off- 
spring grows up, the whole family hunts together. 

The developing of the understanding is the gradual 
awakening of the mind. 

We will not follow each successive generation, but merely 
mention the most important things which take place, until 
they begin losing their hair.

(Hair: While living in the animal state Man was covered 
with hair, just like all animals are. As man left the animal 
state he commenced to lose hair, baldness is a continuation. 


To find the cause of man losing his hair will be the positive 
proof of man having evolved out of lower order. 

As fishes developed into animals and birds, one of nature’s 
laws caused the growth of hair, and this knowledge will al- 
low any man, regardless of how bald, to grow a new head 
of hair. 

The knowledge of what caused man to commence losing 
hair as he left the animal state, and that baldness is from 
the same cause, that, combined with the knowledge of how 
Nature grew hair upon the animals as they left the fish 
state, which in turn will allow any baldheaded man to grow 
hair, will settle all disputes about evolution of man, animals 
and birds). 

The continued hunting makes the prey scarce and forces 
those tree-climbing animals to make longer trips. That natu- 
rally develops the walking ability to a yet greater extent. 

Where five to six animals may sit in a circle, each one be- 
hind a heavy bush, one with a scream, jumping at the prey, 
but missing, the others then come running, trying to catch 
the prey, there is developed what we call the running ability. 

The continual living upon ‘flesh and blood, aided by the 
terrific struggle with their prey, has made them more fero- 
cious. It has made them stronger and more powerful, and 
we might truthfully say that two such animals together have 
nothing to fear from any other carnivorous animals. 

The continual hunting makes the prey scarcer and scarcer, 
and the hunting trip becomes longer and longer. That natu- 
rally developed the walking ability to a yet greater extent. 

As the trips become longer, they start moving and keep 
moving until they reach the outskirts of the forest, and here 
we find the animals, or half man, as straight as any man 
today, stronger and more powerful, more ferocious than ever. 
The walking, the jumping and the running ability has been 
developed to a wonderful extent. 
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The understanding that two together have nothing to fear 
from any other carnivorous animals, Age ae they venture 
out into the open to hunt for prey. 

The continual hunting makes the prey scarce, so scarce 
that the hunting trips may take a day or even two. A 
family out hunting finds night coming on without having 
caught any prey. They seek protection for the night among 
heavy bushes, and the following morning continue the hunt, 
and only succeed in catching prey just before dark. After 
satisfying their hunger, they again seek protection among 
heavy bushes. Feeling themselves secure they remain out 
in the open, and gradually the other families follow. 

We now enter a new era in the history of evolution. 

These tree-climbing animals have developed the walking 
ability, the running and jumping ability to a wonderful ex- 
tent. They have developed the understanding that in hunt- 
ing, two could do better than one, three to four could do 
better than two. They had developed, no doubt, through 
practical experience, that two together had not to fear any 
other carnivorous animal, and out here in the open they 
continued to live upon prey, as they did in the forest. 

While living in the forest, the female, upon giving birth 
to a child, could leave it in the tree while she joins her mate 
in hunting. But out here in the open, the offspring is left 
among heavy bushes, and no doubt, when the couple return 
from a day’s hunt, the offspring is gone. This forces the 
female after the next birth to remain at the lair to protect 
the offspring. 

From now on the burden of providing for the home is 
placed upon the shoulders of the male and has remained there 
ever since, and should remain there. 


The offspring who used to divide their time in playing 
in the trees or upon the ground, now spend the whale time 
playing upon the ground. Some in picking a small branch 
and swinging the branch around just as we today see small 
children doing, hurt another, and the one hurt, screams. The 
screams from the one who is hurt arouses the curiosity, and 
no doubt is repeated, and in the future we may see battles be- 
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tween the offspring, each one using a switch. The stronger 
will of course try to find the largest and heaviest. 


The older animals soon developed the understanding that 
if a small switch or branch will hurt, what about a larger 
branch? And they commence to break down large limbs 
from trees. Such limbs used as clubs became a terrific 
weapon in the hands of these powerful animals. 


(In jumping at the prey, we See the first) tse som aie 
hands, the breaking down of large limbs from trees and using 
them as a weapon, started the developing of the thumbs). 


Where such clubs can be of no assistance in hunting for 
prey, it makes them more independent as individuals in 
fighting any carnivorous animal, regardless of size or 
strength. 

Sociability is a Bama Sociability developed from 
the understanding that two could do better than one. Three, 
four and five could do better than two, and that six, seven 
and eight, nine and ten, could do even better*than@ei 
four or five. Due to this understanding, the: families kept 
together and in the course of time grew into tribes. 


Sympathy is likewise a development. On a hunting trip 
a younger animal is hurt in fighting his prey. The parent | 
picks him up and carries him home. The other members 
carry the prey. This sympathy developed within the parent 
toward the offspring is equally developed within the off- 
spring toward the parent, and through this development, no 
wounded members are left behind. 

As we know, animals, after satisfying their hunger, pay 
no attention to what is left until hunger again possesses 
them. So it was with those savages. The wounded mem- 
ber was able to secure food so long as there was food. When 
the food was gone the stronger and healthy members would 
go out.to hunt. 


The discovery of how to utilize fire played an important 
part in their lives, and we might truthfully state that this, 
the discovery of how to utilize fire, ranks among the greatest, 
if not the greatest, discovery of all ages. 
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The development of the understanding became greater and 
greater. Through an accident, a large piece of meat dropped 
into the fire. The smell from the burning meat irritated their 
nostrils. They tasted the cooked meat and liked it better 
than raw. | 

From then on, they commenced cooking the meat, and to 
cook the meat without burning their hands, developed their 
understanding to a yet greater extent. 

In playing with flint rock they cut themselves, and soon de- 
veloped the understanding of cutting the skin from the 
prey. 

At mating time, the males are having a hard time finding 
the females who, during generations, stayed at home. They 
have grown smaller in stature and strength and they stay 
closer to the lair or home. 

A large powerful male, prowling through the bushes, sees 
a female who has ventured too far from her home. He 
picks her up with brute strength, and carries her to his 
home. 

So long as there was plenty of meat, the male could watch 
the female, but when the food was gone, what then? The 
male had to go out to hunt. Did the female remain, or did 
_ she try to return to her family? 

To answer this question, we must rely upon the laws of 
nature. 

When a male and female meet and gratify each other, noth- 
ing can keep them apart. 

Should a male not be able to awaken and gratify this 
sexual feeling of the female, she would become indifferent 
toward him. 

Should the female lose her charm in the eyes of the male, 
he would still be willing to support her and her offspring, 
but when he saw another female that took his fancy, he 
would kidnap her and bring her to his home, thereby start- 
ing what we call polygamy. 

Polygamy itself played an important part in the progress 
of these savages. 
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Should a male who had kidnapped a female be able to 
awaken and gratify her sexual desire, she would be satisfied 
to remain.

He sees hair and 
blood. He realizes that she did not give up without a ter- 
rific struggle. 

The developing of the understanding has reached its per- 
fection, and it develops into what we call the thinking ability. 

It is Thought which tells him that she did not leave of 
her own free will. It is thought that tells him that the 
hair and blood are the indications of a terrific struggle. 

It is thought which tells him that he can find his mate. 
It is Thought which directs him to go out to battle, not for 
prey, but to preserve his home. It is Thought which com- 
pels him to go out to find the mother of his child. 

He takes his club and goes out to battle, not for prey, but 
for his mate, the greatest hunt in the history of man. 

For hours he looks for his mate and her kidnapper, scream- 
ing and yelling as a madman would do. Night comes on. 
He returns to his lair, or home. At daybreak he starts out 
again to hunt for his mate. For hours he has circled the 
vicinity, screaming and yelling. The female who was kept 
prisoner not very far from her own home hears the scream 
of her mate. She jumps to her feet. 
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Her kidnapper, who has also heard the screams, takes his 
club and prepares for battle. The male appears and the bat- 
tle starts. They soon drop the clubs and go at each other 
with nails and teeth. 

The female is watching the battle. She joins. Whom does 
she join? 

The question of whom she joins, may sound strange, but 
there is nothing strange about it. 

A female may be drawn towatd one male and reject the 
next ninety-nine. This feeling which draws her toward a 
male represents one of the laws of nature.. An intercourse 
may destroy or increase this feeling. A female may be very 
much pleased with one male; but should another male be 
given the opportunity of having an intercourse and please her 
to yet greater extent, she will follow that male who has 
pleased her the most. 

This feeling represents one of the laws of nature. Given 
the liberty and freedom of choosing, it will dominate the 
lives of the females to the greatest detriment of human prog- 
res. 

Let us analyze this feeling, the second strongest law of 
nature. 

The sexual desire is the second strongest law of nature. 

Self-preservation is the first law of nature. When a forest 


fire occurs, we would be able to see carnivorous animals, 
including animals upon which they feed, flee side by side. 
They seek protection in a stream with flames sweeping all 
around them. Nothing masters them but self-preservation. 

The sexual desire, the second strongest law of nature, may 
at times be even stronger than the first law of nature. 

Animals as well as man, when mastered by this sexual de- 
sire, have, and do at times, disregard their own safety. 

The sexual desire has played an important ‘part in the lives 
of animals. Battles between the males for the possession of 
the females develop strength and health. Strength and health 
means long life. Such qualities developed within the males 
are inherited by the offspring. 

Where this sexual desire is awakened in animals at certain 
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times, it is, and can be, awakened in human beings each day 
in the year. 

This sexular desire has caused men to kill their fellow- 
men, it has caused women to disregard. honor, home, children, 
future, and even to kill her husband. 

This sexual desire is called love! 

When a male is in love or thinks that he is in love, it is 
merely that he wants to sleep with her. 

When a female is in love or thinks that she is in love, it 
is merely that she wants to sleep with him. 

When a woman wants a divorce, the only reason is, that 
she does not want to sleep with her husband any more. In 
_asking ‘for a divorce, she may give all kinds of reasons, but 

natural laws rule supreme; no woman will ever ask for a 
divorce so long as she wants to sleep with her husband. 

This sexual desire is divided into the wholesome and un- 
wholesome. The wholesome desire is that desire awakened 
at broad daylight. The unwholesome desire is that desire 
awakened at night time through friction of bodies 


Ninety-eight per cent of marriages are the result from 
this unwholesome desire awakened at night time, through 
friction of bodies. When this vulgar desire has been grati- 
fied they get a second look. They discover that they have 
nothing which stands for common interest. They are not 
mated mentally, their viewpoint goes in the opposite direc- 
tion, they have not a common goal and results are fight, bit- 
ter quarrel, strife, ill-feeling, dissatisfaction, disappointed 
illusions, all together create disharmony within the home, and 
under such condition children grow up. Is it a wonder that 
the family life is none too ‘happy? | 

In entering the marriage state, the physical attraction 
should only be considered by the male (no female will ever 
know how far that a male is going to please her until she 
has been married, for this reason, she should consider home 
and a future.) 

The most important part in the marriage state, is the men- 
tal attitude. 

As a man thinks, so he is, that applies equally to a 
woman. 
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For a male or female to discover each other’s mental atti- 
tude, it must be done in broad daylight, especially. in the 
morning before or after breakfast, that will give them a sec- 
ond look, yes, a second thousand Jooks, and that is what 
most people want before entering the marriage state. 

For a marriage to become happy, the male and female 
must have the same viewpoint upon life, and upon entering 
the marriage state must have the same goal to work toward. 

Every male and female can find their mates mentally, but 
they must look and search in the morning, or at least in 
broad daylight, the sexual desire must not be considered un- 
til they have found out how far they are suited mentally, 
otherwise they are lost. 

How many distinct types mentally do you think there are 
in this world of ours? A hundred to either sex, each type 
mentally, will then be represented by hundreds of diffierent 
personalities. 

Intelligence—mental viewpoint or attitude—or: personality 
are each themselves as different as night and day. 

Personality: You may say that is it the personality that 
counts, but you are wrong, all persondlity does is to sway, it 
deceives. A pleasant personality may cover the most treach- 
erous and deceitful nature. 

A smile upon the lips, beautiful coined words upon the 
tongue, a bow with the head toward the knees, how de- 
ceiving. It is used by scoundrels of all descriptions, it is used 
by men who run for public office. 

In the public press, we see pictures of men from all stand- 
ing of life. Some of these pictures were taken when the 
party did not have a smile upon the lips, nor beautiful words 
upon the tongue. His mind was working and the thoughts 
of the mind, the real thoughts, show clearly in the eyes, these 
thoughts properly read would make angels in heaven shiver. 

Human beings should be judged according to their mental 
attitude, but the mental attitude of a man cannot be judged 
by the smile upon the lips nor the beautiful words upon the 
tongue, neither upon his ability to bow and scrape. 

To judge a man’s mental attitude, you must discover his 
thoughts, the thoughts that master him, the thoughts that 
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rule him. It is these thoughts that show his mental attitude. 

To judge and accept a man according to his mental atti- 
tude will bring blessing to the individual, as well as to society 
at large.’ It applies, especially, to. the selection Gr jubiic 
officials. A man’s personal acquaintance, it should be the 
“predominating thoughts in selection of a mate. 

Facts: Facts and truths are ill heard. 

A male has a limb which a female can and does play upon, 
just as a fiddler plays upon a violin. She calls it vamping a 
man. If she in turn is vamped, she calls it love. A female 
can within twenty-four hours gratify the sexual desires of 
fifty males without she herself becoming a subject.

You cannot miss anything that you have never owned nor 
possessed.

long as you have never owner or possessed a yacht or Rolls- 
Royce, you will never miss it. That also applies to joy and 
pleasure. 

The female reaches the state of puberty years before the 
male and these years double by the time they reach full 
growth. 

To allow females after reaching puberty to great freedom 
in the association with male children, is contrary to natural 
laws. 

The female from the state of puberty is given an unlimited 
liberty in the association of male children, boys and extremely 
young men. Instead of being prepared for future wife and 
motherhood they are allowed to spend their time.in idleness 
(idleness breeds laziness), seeking all the pleasure that the 
boys with their money can buy. Dancing, kissing, playing 
in alleys, halls or other places, makes them the subject to 
this excitement created from this sexual desire. 

When the female does enter the marriage state, can society 
expect her to take up her duties as wife and mother? As 
time passes, the longing for the past arises in her mind, a

life to her must be more or less like hell. 

This unlimited freedom of the females in their early youth 
(a female upon reaching puberty is not a child but a young 
woman) is a crime against society as well as against the 
females themselves. If she had not been allowed to spend 
her years in idleness with all the pleasure and joy, including 
her excitement created from this sexual desire, she would 
never miss it, no desire nor craving will ever arise in her 
mind. 

If, being prepared for wife and motherhood, she would en- 
ter the state of marriage with ioy and happy thoughts, in- 
stead of thinking of the past, she would be thinking of the 
future, which is the duty of every one. 

Mothers all want their daughters to marry rich men. That 
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is a worthy wish, and if the mothers would train their 
daughters for future wives and mothers by keeping them 
from the society of male children, boys and extremely young 
‘men, there would be more rich men to go around. 

This unlimited fredom of the female in the association of 
the male children, boys and extremely young men, has a re- 
tarding influence upon the mind of the males. 

Millions of years ago boys at the age of sixteen to seven- 
teen went out to hunt with the older males, it is at that age 
that the mind commences to work, and it is from that age 
up to twenty-five that the male must develop his mind upon 
constructive thoughts. If the male during these years is 
not able to develop his mind upon constructive thoughts, he 
never will afterwards. 

The companionship of females prevents the male from 
thinking upon constructive thoughts.

Great constructive thinkers would be in better health, do 
better work, be of greater benefit to the nation by being able 
to live longer, if he at times would seek the society of a 
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pretty woman. A woman can stop any man from thinking, 
and great constructive thinkers at times need rest, mental 
rest! And mental rest is to stop thinking. And no better 
remedy can be found than a pretty woman. 

This unlimited liberty and freedom given the females in 
their association with male children, boys and extremely 
young men, has a retarding influence, it prevents them from 
developing their mind upon constructive thoughts, it makes 
idlers, and criminals of numerous boys and young men. Boys 
and young men, to satisfy the ravenous desire of the female 
for pleasure, will commit all kinds of crimes, even murder. 

This sexual desire is the second strongest law of nature, 
when this desire masters a male, he may commit murder, 
when it masters a female, she may disregard home, children, 
honor and a future to follow the male who has pleased her 
the most. 

We have analyzed this feeling which draws the sexes to 
each other, and each reader can Judge for himself who the 
female joins. 

Two powerful males are fighting ies her body, both males 
have had the opportunity of pleasing her, we will consider 
that the kidnapper did not supersede her mate in her affec- 
tions and of course she joins her mate. The kidnapper, with 
_an exertion of all his strength, tears himself away and es- 
capes. The male and female, happy to be together, seek their 
home where their baby is. 

Just as the developing of the understanding took place in 
the course of time, so from now on does the developing of 
the thinking ability take place. 

'It has not so far reached its perfection and never will. 

Where the savages, we will now use the proper word, sav- 
ages, had developed the understanding that in hunting for 
prey, two and three could do better than one, and that four. 
five, six and seven could do better than two or three, or the 
more the better, so from now on they develop the thinking 
ability to the extent that instead of the individual member 
going out for the purpose of kidnapping a female, all the 
male members of a large family or tribe would joint to- 
gether, and upon finding a smaller family or tribe, would 
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force the males of this smaller family into battle. The male 
members of such a small family or tribe would defend them- 
selves to the best of their ability. If they could not fight the 
superior numbers they would seek safety in flight. The fe- 
males and the offspring would proceed, followed by the 
males, who, with Tocks and clubs, would fight a desperate 
battle. 

Such battles may last for a day, two or three, ane only 
stop when the male members of the smaller tribe had been 
killed or forced to flee and leaving the females in the hands 
of the pursuing males; or the male members of the large tribe 
had gotten too far away from their home in such cases would 
stop and return. 

The savages are losing their hair. 

Before we go any further we will explain how heat and 
cold govern the loss and growth of hair. 

Extreme heat causes loss of hair. 

Extreme cold causes growth of hair.

This increased heat which causes them to perspire 1s 
created from thinking. If they will stop thinking, within 
five to seven minutes the blood will return to its normal heat 
and they will stop perspiring. 

Extreme heat, external or internal, will cause the skin to 
expand. This expansion of the skin decreases the size of the 
pores and the hair fall out. 

Extreme cold causes the skin to contract. This contrac- 
tion of the skin enlarges the pores and the hair matter grows 
out and develops into hair. 

Extreme heat: Typhoid fever may increase the heat of the 
blood by several degrees. The blood becomes so hot that the 
heat causes the skin all over the head to expand and the hair 
falls out. When the patient has recovered, the heat of the 
blood returns to its normal temperature and the skin com- 
mences to contract. This contraction enlarges the pores and 
the hair matter grows out and gives the patient a new head 
of hair. 

Hair is hollow, just like a feather. Hair has no roots. 
When a hair falls out that hair is gone. If the hair matter 
grows out, it is entirely new hair. 

Animals upon the approach of hot weather shed their heavy 
winter hair. The hot weather causes the skin to expand. 
This expansion decreases the size of the pores and the hair 
falls out. The hair matter grows out, and owing to the de- 
creased size of the pores the new hair is thinner, that gives 
to the animals a light fur for the summer. 

Upon the approach of cold weather, the animals grow a 
heavy fur. The cold air causes the skin to contract. This 
contraction enlarges the pores and the hair matter grows out 
through the stem of the hair. That causes the hair to grow 
thicker and longer. It gives to the animals a heavy fur for 
the cold winter. 

The loss and growth of hair is governed by heat and cold. 
Just as the perspiration comes to the surface through the 
pores, so does the hair grow out through the pores. In each 
pore you will find hair matter. Some we call hair, some we 
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call down. Some is so tiny that we call it fuzz, but it is all 
hair matter. The thickness and length of hair depends upon 
the size of the pores. The size of the pores is governed by 
heat and cold. . Heat decreases the size of the pores, cold 
enlarges the size of the pores. 

The savages are losing hair. What can cause them to lose 
hair? 

We have explained how the savages developed the under- 
standing. How the understanding reaches its perfection 
and slowly develops into thinking. It is thinking that causes 
them to lose hair. 

What is thinking? 

Thinking is the working of the mind. When the mind 
works, you will say that you are thinking. 

The “mind” is a spirit or power (man himself). 

This power, “mind.” is located in a large pulse situated be- 
low the skull, just back of the eyes. 

When the mind works, it creates heat. This heat created 
from thinking increases the heat of the blood in this large 
pulse in which the mind is located.

Guess work is the usual way with science, let us elimi- 
nate guess work and consider facts upon which we may 
be able to determine how long man has been upon this earth, 
let us say within one to five million years. 

There is no such thing as a missing link. The only thing 
that we might consider a missing link would be a skeleton 
of early man with a tail, but such skeleton will never be 
found.

The Cradle of Man: Color of Skin: The color of the skin 
upon our forefathers, as they left the trees, was neither white, 
yellow, brown nor black, the color was light, a kind of a light 
white bluish.

If Africa had been the cradle of man, not the slightest trace 
of that light, white bluish color of the skin of their fore- 
fathers would have been left. This but very slight trace of 
the color of the*skin of their forefathers eliminate Africa 
from being the cradle of man. 

Clothes, as a factor in determining the continent upon 
which man appeared. 

What clothes are, and should be to human beings, hair is 
to animals, and feathers to birds. 

Natural laws. 

Upon the approach of cold weather, the law of cold causes 
the skin to contract, the contraction of the skin enlarges the 
pores, the enlarging of the pores causes the hair matter to 
flow out, as hairs are hollow. The hair matter grows out 
through the stem of the hair. It causes the hair to grow 
thicker and longer. It gives to animals a heavy fur for the 
cold winter. 

Upon the approach of warm weather, the law of heat causes 
the skin to expand, the expansion of the skin decreases the 
size of the pores and the heavy winter hair falls out. The 
new hair that grows out through the decreased or smaller 
pores, is thinner and lighter. It gives the animals a light 
fur for the summer. ‘Lhis lhght fur protects the animals 
against the direct rays from the sun, as well as to protect the 
animals during the cool summer nights. 

As animals need protection against the cold, as well as 
against the direct rays from the sun, so do human beings. 

Once human beings have developed the habit of wearing 
clothes by becoming subject to cold weather, they do not, 
upon entering a tropical climate, discard their clothes, except 
so far as to change from heavy to light. People from Europe 
have for thousands of years settled in tropical climates. They 
never discard their clothes and that applies to man through- 
out history. 

Negroes in Africa never wore clothes, and never having 
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worn clothes, means of course, that they had never been sub- 
ject to cold weather. Never having been subject to cold 
weather, means that they entered Africa from a tropical cli- 
mate, that precludes Asia and Europe from being the cradle 
of man. 

Man appeared upon the American Continent; through the 
terrific battles for the possession of the females, they scat- 
tered all over the continent. South America was connected 
with Africa. This land connection was one continued stretch 
of mountains. 

Smaller tribes, after bloody battles, entered that stretch of 
land, not finding it suitable for their mode of-living, they 
continued to travel and in due course of time entered Africa. 

The tribes upon the American Continent grew larger and 
larger. Law and order commenced to rule within the tribes. 
They started to domesticate animals, which in turn created 
settlement and progress started. Language developed and 
trade was established between the tribes. 

The people are commencing to develop characteristics in 
appearance. It seems to be a natural tendency for human 
beings to develop characteristics, but it is a slow process.

The Chinese occu- 
pied the United States. The Caucasians occupied Canada and 
Alaska. The tropical climate of the south extended upward 
to Canada. The climate all through Canada and Alaska was 
‘mild. In the extreme north of Canada and Alaska there may 
have been winters and summers, but the winters were mild. 

Here upon the American Continent the human race existed. 
Progress had gone forward, characteristics of the people had 
commenced to develop, and then the people left, all of them. 
What could cause the depopulation of an entire continent? 

The only cause would be the submerging of all the Low 
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Lands upon the Continent. 

What could cause this submerging? 

South America was connected with Africa by a mountaln- 
ous stretch of land. From this mountainous stretch of land 
another, and even more mountainous: stretch of land reached 
up trough the Atlantic Ocean, how far up we do not know, 
but at its tip it turned toward the shores of the American 
Continent. 

This stretch of territory, reaching up through the Atlantic 
Ocean, must have consisted of Immense mountains, thou- 
sands and thousands of feet high.

The sinking was gradual—it caused the waters trom the At- 
lantic Ocean to flow over the shores on that part of the 
American Continent, starting from the land connection be- 
tween South America and Africa up to that part of North 
America where the land laying in the Atlantic Ocean turned 
toward the shores. 

This immense flow of water crossed Panama, Costa Rica, 
Nicaragua, Honduras, and Salvador. It divided the American 
Continent, it prevented the people from fleeing, either south 
or north. The water, as it flowed south and southwest, com- 
menced to submerge the low lands. ‘This immense flow of 
water stopped the outflowing water from rivers and streams 
that in turn, caused the waters from the rivers and streams 
to overflow and aided in the submerging of the low lands. 


The water as it spread over millions of .miles of land, 
commenced to evaporate from the tropical heat. This evap- 
oration of water by the tropical heat started a deluge of rain 
that can hardly be imagined.

The natives of Australia and other islands are the descend- 
ants of the survivors. 

What is happening in the south is happening in the north. 
The low land of Mexico and that part below, as well as the 
southeastern part of the United States is slowly being sub- 
merged and the Hindus move north and northwest. The 
Hindus as they move, are preceded and followed by all kinds 
of large animals which through this submerging became ex- 
tinct upon the American Continent. 

When hordes of people are fleeing from natural forces 
they lose all warlike intentions. | 

The Hindus entered the territory occupied by the Chinese, 
interpreters no doubt informed the Chinese of what had 
taken place, and they were allowed to pass, but not to settle. 
They next entered the territory occupied by the Caucasians. 
They were allowed to pass but not to settle. 

The territory occupied by the Caucasias people must have 
included Alaska, as the Hindus were forced to keep moving 
and finally crossed Bering Strait. — 

The submerging of the low lands north and northwest is 
continually going on. Winds carrying the clouds of evap- 
orated waters north causes a continuous fall of rain which 

adds to the terror. ig ee 
' The Chinese are moving and continue to move until they 
enter the territory occupied by the Caucasion people. They 
receive the same reception. as the Hindus. They, were 
allowed to pass, but not to’ settle, and the Chinese followed 
the Hindus across Bering Strait. 

The submerging of the low lands north and northwest is 
submerging could not have been caused directly by the - 
waters from the Atlantic Ocean, the submerging must have 
been caused from a downpour of rain from the clouds of 
evaporated waters driven north by the winds. This down- 
pour of water continued for days and weeks. As the people 
lived upon the shores of rivers, streams and lakes, the con- 
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tinued downpour of water caused the rivers, streams and. 
lakes to overflow. That forced the people to move. The 
continuous downpour of rain kept them moving and the 
Caucasian people followed the same route as the Hindus and 
Chinese across Bering Strait. 

A few small families shut off by waters rémained, the de- 
scendants of these families are the so-called Indians. 

The depopulation of an entire Continent had taken place.

The flood: How far had man progressed upon the Ameri- 
can Continent, we do not know, but we do know that customs 
and language had developed. Without a properly developed 
language, incidents or happenings could not be handed down 
from one generation to another.

Symptoms of Baldness. 


These symptoms only show when a man is thinking, and 
has been thinking for an hour or so. 

The skin upon the nose, forehead and on top of the head 
shows a shiny appearance. The skin is wet from perspira- 
tion. Should you put your hand upon the face you will find 
the skin is warm, place your hand upon the head and you 
will find it hot, some places it might seem to burn, and you 
may ask, is there a fire in his head. There is; his mind is 
working, working very hard. The perspiration which makes 
the skin wet. The heat of skin as well as the head is all 
caused from an increased heat of the blood, this increased 
heat of the blood is created from thinking.

When you see a man with a hairy chest, arms and hands, 
it is owing to the fact that he has been subjected to muscu- 
lar exertion in cold weather. When he stops working and 
the skin is not protected, the skin will then commence to 
contract, this contraction enlarges the pores, and the hair 
matter grows out through the stem of the hair, that causes 
the hair to grow longer and thicker. 

As the blood circulates from the head through the body 
it loses a part of this increased heat created from thinking, 
but the heat left is sufficient to cause human beings to per- 
spire freely, especially in the summer. This continuous 
perspiration year after year makes the skin thinner, the heat 
from the blood causes the veins to expand, this expansion 
makes the veins show up so plainly, especially upon the 
hands and feet.

THE ORIGIN OF HAIR AND FEATHERS 


Untold millions of years ago, fish, caught within certain 
enclosures caused from geographical conditions (plans of 
nature), were forced to develop into animals and birds. 

As the fish commenced to develop into animals and birds, 
they lost their scales, the skin becoming subject to the air 
contracts. This contraction opens the skin into tiny openings. 
These openings are called pores. It is through these pores 
that the perspiration comes to the surface. 

The matter which in the fish state had developed into 
scales, now came out through these pores and developed into 
hair. 

The skin expands from heat. As the skin expands, the 
pores become smaller. The skin contracts from cold; as the 
skin contracts, the pores become larger. 

Hair has no roots. .When a pore becomes smaller the hair 
falls out. As the hair matter grows out through the smaller 
pore, the new hair is thinner and is an entirely new hair. — 

Hair is hollow. According to natural laws, without be- 
ing hollow, it could not grow any thicker, nor longer. 

The fish that developed into birds became a greater sub- 
ject to the cold than the fish that developed into animals, 
and needed greater protection. The increased cold caused 
a greater contraction of the skin. That enlarges the size of 
the pores and the hair matter grows out through the stem 
of the hair. That causes the hair to grow thicker and longer. 

The continuous developing of the flying ability demands a 
yet greater protection against the cold. 

When, according to natural laws, anything has reached a 
certain stage, it remains there. If it develops any further, it 
develops into another channel. 

The continuous developing of the flying ability combined 
with the severe cold, causes a continuous flow of hair matter 
to come out through the stem of the hair. 

(Hair is a protection against the cold. When hair has 
reached a certain length, it ceases to be a protection against 
the cold. When hair upon the head of human beings grow 
long, that is owing to pulling, combing and brushing. With- 
out pulling, combing and brushing, the hair upon the heads 
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of human beings would not be any longer than the hair upon 
the heads of monkeys). 

The hair has reached the limit of length and thickness. As 
the hair does not grow any longer nor any thicker, the hair 
matter as it comes through the stem of the hair must have 
an outlay, and it sprouts out on each side of the hair and the 
hair develops into feathers. 

The developing of hair into feathers assisted the developing 
of the flying ability. 

Hair is a protection against the cold. Feathers are a de- 
velopment from hair. 


FOR BALDHEADED MEN TO GROW HAIR 


Cold causes the skin to contract. This contraction enlarges 
the pores. The enlarging of the pores allows the hair mat- 
ter to grow out into hair. This knowledge will allow any 
man to grow a new head of hair. All he has to do, is to 
make the skin on top of his head a subject to the cold air. 


To make the skin a subject to the cold air, he must ride in 
an automobile going at a speed of from fifteen to forty miles 
an hour. 


Slowly and gradually the skin will commence to contract, 
and pore by pore will enlarge and the hair matter will grow 
out into new hair. 


When two forces meet, the stronger will survive and the 
weaker succumb. 


If a man intends to grow a new head of hair, he must 
discontinue thinking during the period that it will take him 
to grow a new head of hair, otherwise the increased heat of 
the blood created from thinking - will prevent the skin from 
contracting. Without the skin contracting, the pores will not 
enlarge. 


Once having grown a full head of hair, he can think as 
much as he pleases. A half hour or more each day spent 
in an automobile with the skin subject to the cold air going 
at a speed of from twenty to forty miles, will regrow each 
hair lost during the day. 

To ride in an automobile without a windshield, the party

must be warmly dressed. So long as the speed does not ex- 
ceed twenty miles an hour, no goggles should be worn. 

Birds have a wonderful eyesight. The higher the altitude 
in which they fly, the stronger the eyesight. As the heat 
created from thinking is partly responsible for failing eye- 
sight, the cold air riding in an automobile up to twenty miles 
an hour will strengthen the eyesight. 

When the speed passes twenty miles an hour, wear goggles 
as well as a mask, so as to protect the face and ears against 
an increased growth of hair. 

To retain as well as to assist the growth of hair, shampoo 
the hair as often as necessary with good soap.. Nothing aids 
the hair except cold water (iced: if. possible) or <cald. ai. 
combined with severe brushings, the more you brush the hair 
the thicker and heavier the hair will be.

This heat not 
merely causes loss of hair, it causes colds, it interferes with 
the nervous system, it is partly responsible for failing eye- 
sight. | 

However great a strain the mind may be subject to, it 
does no harm to the mind; but a great strain upon the mind 
creates heat, a terrific heat: this heat interferes with the 
bodily health. The blood from such terrific heat may be- 
come so hot that it will burst a vein, if the blood settles upon 
the brain it means death. 

Ignorance of mankind that the mind is a power which, 
when working, creates heat, and that this heat interferes with 
the health, has been the cause of many master minds 
going to an untimely grave. 

When doctors advise great constructive thinkers to take a 
trip to the mountains or the seashore for a rest, they should 
add, take a pretty Woman along. What a constructive thinker 
needs is not a physical, but mental rest. To attempt to 
please a pretty woman will stop any man from thinking,

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Migration of Birds 
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Why do birds migrate? 

Science has as usual, presented theories that are just as 
sound as the theories they hold dealing with evolution of 
man, animals and birds. 

Why do birds migrate? 


Upon the approach of cold weather, the cold air causes 
the skin upon animals to contract, this contraction of the 
skin enlarges the pores, the hair matter grows out through 
the stem of the hair, that causes the hair to grow thicker and 
longer; that gives to the animals a heavy fur for the cold 
winter.

Education does not make men equal. | , 

What makes men equal is intelligence, and intelligence 
only. 

Human beings do not get real joy and satisfaction of each 
other’s company, all owing to the fact that they do today, 
as they have done in the past, worship wealth for wealth 
itself. 

Human beings instead of seeking the society of their 
equals in intelligence and mental attitude, seek the society 
of people who merely represent wealth and power. When 
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certain people have acquired wealth, they seem to think that 
their wealth makes them equal with those who hold the so- 
cial power; they overlook that it takes three generations for 
a family to become socially equal with those who hold the 
social power. When it takes three generations, it is because 
it takes three generations to forget how the family ever 
gained their earthly wealth. 

History has given plenty of names of men who were able 
to develop intelligence, some even to a high degree, and still 
such men did not consider that wealth was the only thing 
to reach for in this world. Abraham Lincoln was one, Pasteur 
was another. 

Disregarding their wrong viewpoint upon what intelligence 
is and what it stands for, professors and teachers are like 
army officers, worshippers of wealth and traditions. 

A thousand workers may be. standing in an alley listening 
to a soap-box orator and howl “down with capital,’ but each 
individual, confronted with a man representing capital, takes 
the attitude of his forefathers, the serfs. 

To worship wealth for wealth itself shows a slavish atti- 
tude. Wealth should only be considered as a means of fur- 
thering human progress. 

It should be an honor for a man to acquire wealth through © 
the developing of his mind upon constructive thoughts, pro- 
viding that the acquiring of such wealth proves of benefit 
to the community. 

Wealth acquired through the developing of intelligence, 
combined with honor and good will toward his fellow-men, 
should make such a man highly respected by his fellow-men. 

Wealth stands for economical independence, and the more 
men who try to become independent economically, the better 
for the nation. Economical independence gives and allows 
free expansion of constructive thoughts.

The attitude of money kings toward that so-called scientist 
and his problems is identically the same attitude as that em- 
ployed by the people toward government office holders, and | 
their problems, if the office holders cannot solve them, the 
people seem to think that no one else can. It must be their 
attitude, if not, they would know what to do, or it may be 
that the people do not think that it takes any intelligence to 
be an office holder, in that case their attitude is identically 
the same as that of the money kings toward anyone who 
studies upon health, inventions or discoveries. It does not 
take any intelligence, and that being the case, what is the use 
of making any changes or employing other methods, To man- 
kind at large, inventors and discoverers are merely nuts, but 
without these nuts, human beings would still be sitting 
behind heavy bushes, waiting for prey to pass.

The phenomenal 
difference between doctors or lawyers or engineers disproves 
such silly theory that education makes men equal. 

Intelligence stands for the initiative and no amount of edu- 
cation will cause a man to take the initiative. 

A man may spend ten years in acquiring an education, but 
without developing intelligence, will remain stationary. 
Doesn’t that apply to professors and teachers? They remain 
stationary all through life, the exceptions are rare. 

Education if not too much to a man able of developing in- 
telligence will aid him, but to a man not able of developing 
intelligence will make him nothing but a learned nonentity, 
the world is full of them. 

We have had throughout history, and we have today, thou- 
sands of men crammed with book learning, so-called educa- 
tion. What have they ever done to aid human progress? 

Consider all the universities there are, take all the members 
from president down, what are they doing to aid human 
progress? 

What step of human progress has ever been built from or 
within a university? 
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Education is book learning, and any Tom, Dick and Harry 
can acquire book learning if he so desires. 

Universities do not create nor produce inventions or dis- 
coveries; they do not build industries. Universities do not 
produce wealth. Universities are the product from wealth 
created by inventors and creators of labor. Without wealth 
created from inventors and creators of labor there would be 
no universities. 

When boys graduate from a university they do not gradu- 
ate accordingly to how well they have developed their intelli- 
gence, not by any means.

Upon leaving high school for the university or college, and 
after graduating, he becomes a mere cog in the wheel at 
some otfice, or in the iuture becomes and remains an incom- 
petent doctor, dentist or lawyer, regardiess of that, he re- 
mains in that mental circle into which he was born. ‘Lhe 
difference is, that if he had remained at home and developed 
into a successiul farmer or business man, then he would have 
assisted in carrying out the plans of the Creator. Working in 
an office or as an incompetent doctor, dentist or lawyer, he 1s 
an obstacle to the plans of the Creator. 

Education: Koys who, at university or college, stage a 
combat in which limbs and senses are put in jeopardy are 
not suited mentally to assimilate nor to use a university or 
college education; they should by law be sent home, where 
they belong.

In this present age there are plenty of workers who look 
upon a new invention as an enemy of the workingman. Such 
belief shows a faulty system in our method of education. 

It is a poor education which does not include the full 
knowledge of what stands for human progress. Property 
rights, inventions, and discoveries, combined with creation 
of labor are the foundation of progress. 

We are told that the labor performed in the United States 
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of America by machinery would take 3,000,000,000 men, 
that should make everybody think, even a mental nonentity 
of a worker. 

The workers forget that they are descended from serfs 
whose working hours were from sixteen to eighteen hours a 
day, every day in the year, living upon black bread and . 
skimmed milk, subject to all kinds of abuse by the noblemen.

For a man of intelligence to befriend and assist a man who 
lacks intelligence, will in time find in him an enemy who, 
when occasion occurs, will turn against him with a fiendish 
hatred. 

Familiarity breeds contempt. When familiarity breeds 
contempt, it is owing to lack of intelligence. 

Men of intelligence, their thoughts stand for constructive 
thoughts. Given the opportunity or when opportunity comes 
they materialize their constructive thoughts. 

Men who lack intelligence, theit thoughts stand for de- 
structive thoughts and, if given the opportunity, will carry 
them out. 

To men of intelligence, their thoughts are upon the future. 

To men who lack intelligence, their thoughts are from day 
to day, just like birds. 

To men of intelligence, time and money aid them in the 
materializing of their constructive plans. 

To men who lack intelligence, time and money mean idle- 
ness, it breeds idlers and criminals of them.

To men of intelligence, lack of time and money creates 
hardship, it becomes a handicap, it creates a strain upon the 
nervous system, a strain so great that it may kill. 

To men who lack intelligence, lack of time and money pre- 
vents idleness, mischief and crime. It means long hours, hard 
work, poor food, and little pleasure and such a condition cre- 
ates satisfaction and contentment. To be satisfied and con- 
tented is to be happy. 

To men who lack intelligence, too much time, money, food 
and pleasure breeds idlers, criminals of all descriptions. It 
creates dissatisfaction, discontent, it makes for restlessness. 

Dissatisfaction, discontent and restlessness do not create 
happiness. 


Can we give an example? Yes. The people of America 
are a fine example. The American people are the most dis- 
satisfied, discontented, as well as the most restless people 
among the so-called civilized nations. 

The average American worker does not carry his lunch 
to work. Oh, my, no! When lunch time comes he goes to a 
lunch room and spends fifty cents for lunch, that he could 
have had put up at home for fifteen cents. Numbers of 
men do not even eat breakfast at home, because wife needs 
her beauty sleep, so as to enlarge her dimensions. 

Many married men, upon returning from their day’s work, 
take their wives out for dinner, because wifie had been too 
busy to cook dinner. They had spent their time shopping or 
taking in a matinee. . 

The average American does not take in a show once a 
month or once a week, oh, no! once a day. The American 
people are very restless, always on the go. To them their 
home is merely a place to sleep in. 

As a drunken sailor squanders his money, so do the Ameri- 
can people squander their time, money, and opportunities; 
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still they wonder why the country is owned by a few. 

Many workers will at times howl, “down with capital.” 
What is capital? ) 

Capital is anything produced from mind. 

Should the constructive thinkers (mind workers) stop 
working, the non-constructive thinkers (muscle workers) will 
starve and still the muscle workers will howl, “down with 
capital” (mental workers). 

A free nation is any nation where there is no forced labor, 
and the words capital and labor should be changed, the 
proper words are, “muscular or mental workers.” And it is 
entirely up to the individual how far he wants to spend his 
life exercising his muscles or mind. ) 

The elimination of a few inventions and discoveries would 
cause famine and pestilence, anarchy would follow; the 
workers, including farmers, would return to the state of serf- 
dom. | 

Progress moves slowly, very, very slowly, but retrogression 
moves rapidly. Many times during the course of humanity 
has retrogression taken place. . 

Education: Boys up to the age of fourteen should be given 
a practical education. Seventy per cent of what is taught 
at present is worthless, it is useless to the boy in his future 
life; it should be eliminated and many other things more 
useful should be substituted. Between the age of fourteen 
and eighteen the boys should be given the opportunity to go 
to evening school during the winter months, to study upon 
whatever trade they are learning. Boys on farms during the 
slackest part of the year should be given an opportunity of 
attending classes in’ which farming practically, as well as 
theoretically, should be taught. 

Education is book learning, and there is nothing to stop 
anyone from being educated upon any subject that they may 
desire.

If that 
money was spent upon good books, bank books included, and 
the time squandered would be spent at home reading and 
thinking (reading without thinking is worthless) the indi- 
vidual will be better off, so will the community. 
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Reading: To be well read, is and should be, a pleasure. 
But there is such a thing as to much reading. A continuous 
reading of books upon what others have done or said, will in 
time cause you to be continuously thinking and talking about 
what others have done or said. A continuous reading, think- 
ing, and talking about what others have done or said pre- 
vents constructive thinking. Professors and teachers are a 
fine example. 

In the public press some time ago, professors from differ- 
ent universities stated that after careful investigation they 
had discovered that it does not take any intelligence to start 
nor to conduct a successful enterprise. According to that, 
the less intelligence, the greater and more successful would 
be the enterprise. If that should be the case, the combined 
professors from the different universities would, should they 
ever start, in a short time, force out of business the United 
States Steel Corporation, the Standard Oil Company, the 
Ford Motor Company, including some of the biggest banks 
in the country. What is keeping the professors back? ‘Too 
much intelligence? 

The forcing out of business of some of the biggest and most 
successful enterprises, would give a large financial return. It 
would save the professors from asking for any endowment 
from either the State, or from the successful business men. 

Facts that should be well known; without successful busi- 
ness men, there would be no universities nor institutions of 
any kind. 

This earth, like all other planets, is an abode for man, 
while developing. The earth itself is only useful for beasts 
and birds. To be a suitable place for man, it must be mas- 
tered and developed. To master and develop the earth takes 
intelligence, but it is through the developing and mastery of 
this earth, that man is able to show how far he is able to de- 
velop. It is only through the developing of intelligence com- 
bined with thrift and economy that man can or should be 
allowed to acquire 4 part of this earth. 

Socialism means stationary, all tribes remained stationary 
until individual members, through the developing. of intelli- 
gence, acquired property in the form of cattle. Property 
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rights are the foundation of progress; eliminate property 
rights and retrogression automatically takes place. 

The real cause of the rise and decline of nations has never 
been written. 7 : 

The rise of a nation has been owing to the few able to de- 
velop. intelligence, and given the opportunity to materialize 
what their master minds had developed.

- Man, know thyself. 

The first era of man was spent in the forest, the second 
era was when man entered the open and there developed the 
family life, as the females were forced to remain at the home 
to protect the offspring. The third era is now at hand, in 
this era man will discover himself, and when all obstacles 
have been removed, progress will go forward with strides, 
strides so phenomenal that it will be incomprehensible for 
any man at present. 

For man to develop, he must be given the utmost indi- 
vidual liberty and freedom of action so long that he does not 
interfere with his fellow man. 

All the product from this earth has been produced by the 
laws created by the “Creator” and is for the free use of 
man. To interfere with the free use of any product produced 
from the earth, or to interfere with a man’s action, desire or 
appetite, is a crime against the individual, it may retard the 
developing of an individual, the retarding of the developing 
of one man, may retard human progress for hundreds and 
huudreds of years.

That education that 
the. people need to eliminate crimes and thereby safeguard 
their lives and property is that education which is taught by 
natural laws! “Force,” ruthless destruction of anyone who 
interferes with life and property.

The industrial progress has outdistanced the social prog- 
ress to such an extent that the social progress is hardly* 
trailing. | 

When the industrial progress has outdistanced the social 
/progress by leaps and bounds, it is because the industrial 
progress moves by a few. The social progress can only 
move through a spontaneous desire of the people to do some- 
thing, to cooperate, to think upon constructive thoughts and 
foremost of all, to change their national heroes. 

Those who sponsored the eighteenth amendment claimed 
it would aid the social welfare of the people. 

The eighteenth amendment has created hatred, strife and 
discord among the people. For the people to cooperate there 
must be harmony. Anying that breed hatred, strife and dis- 
cord, does not produce harmony. . 

In place of aiding the social progress, the eighteenth 
amendment in its present form has become an obstruction. 

The eighteenth amendment has not prohibited the use of 
liquor to those who have the means to buy it, but it has 
shown the people what contempt the police force have for 
the “sanctity” of the homes of the American citizen,» Police 
officers enter homes, damage furniture as well as terrorize 
the inhabitants. | , | 

There is something radically wrong with the mental atti- 
tude of the people by allowing armed officers to enter homes 
without due process of laws. | | 
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Should that spirit which ruled the minds of those who 
made this country enter the minds of all the reincarnated 
slaves who today call themselves the American people (slaves 
are all mental nonentities and these mental nonentities are 
the so-called people, or masses) they would rise in mass and 
demand a law which would make it a death penalty for a po- 
lice officer to enter private homes except through due process 
of law. 

A man’s home must, and should, be his castle. 

The saloon: The filthiest institute that ever was allowed to 
exist within a so-called civilized nation. When it was allowed 
to remain so long showed lack of cooperation among the 
people for their own welfare. 

The removal of that filthy institute is a blessing, but it 
should not have been necessary to infringe upon man’s indi- 
vidual liberty, nor to interfere with the use of a God given 
gift in the form of a glass of good beer or wine. 

Cooperation: During this bloody war, the people of the 
Earth were given an opportunity to discover what lack of 
cooperation costs in blood and money. Lack of cooperation 
between the allies costs billions of dollars and millions of 
lives. 

For the social and spiritual progress of the people to ad- 
vance, the people must cooperate; to cooperate, they must 
eliminate anything that creates hatred, strife and discord, 
and if there is anything that will create hatred, strife and 
discord, is for one man to interfere with another man’s indi- 
vidual liberty.

Clowns, jesters, or men who 
perform feats through muscular strength, agility of hand 
or foot, and the pitiful thing is that 95 per cent of the peo- 
ple waste their time in talking about or imitating their heroes, 
who never in history have ever aided human progress. 

The heroes of the people should be those who, through the 
developing of intelligence upon constructive thoughts have 
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aided the community of which they are members. To imi- 
tate such heroes would be worth while. To imitate them, the 
people would have to think upon constructive thoughts; to 
think upon constructive thoughts seems to be the hardest 
thing for a human being to do, but that is what counts in 
this life and in the lives to come. 

Circles: Beings are born into circles, but there are no circles 
designated for idlers or criminals. 

Idlers: Idlers are beings who are not able to develop intelli- 
gence and who refuse to perform muscular labor.

The reincarnation of criminals from all over the earth into 
a so-called civilized nation, makes it imperative for society 
to change their viewpoints in dealng with crimnals. 

Parents who neglect to train their children to respect life 
and property are criminals, and should be held responsible 
for any crimes committed by the children. 

Education for criminals, yes, and it should be that kind of 
education which is written across the heavens, “Destroy any- 
one who interferes with life and property.” 

The difference between successful business men and suc- 
cessful criminals is, that the successful business men develop 
their mind upon constructive thoughts.

The rich man worships money. He knows that every other 
human being worships his God. For this reason, he offers a 
large reward for the return of his log. This reward causes 
thousands of people to be out looking for the dog. It is 
soon found and returned to the owner. 

The poor man has no money and cannot offer any reward, 
as people are not interested in anything except where there is 
a money consideration; nobody is looking for his dog. 

This principle upon which the rich man got his dog back, 
could be used by the people in safeguarding their senses, 
limbs, and lives. 

The people of America should command their employees 
located in Washington (the people seem to look upon Pub- 
lic officials as their masters, and this attitude causes the pub- 
lic officials to take the part of Masters. Men of intelligence 
seek leaders, men who lack intelligence look for masters. 
This attitude of the people in looking upon Public officials 
as their masters, demonstrates their lack of intelligence, as 
well as it eliminates any doubt that they are the reincarnated 
slaves from all over the earth) to pass a law, that in per- 
petuity will pay $100,000.00 upon the conviction of any one 
who had attempted or did commit murder. 

Murder or attempt to murder: What is murder or attempt 
to murder? This question may bring all kinds of explanations 
owing to the fact that the criminal laws are written to con- 
form with the laws of the devil in place of being written to 
conform with the law of the “Creator.”

Mental derangement can be caused from being gruefully 
treated or handled by another. Should a man whose mind 
has become deranged from being ruefully treated, kill the 
party who was the cause, his case should be placed in the | 
hands of 12 of the brightest Doctor Psychologists in the 
country. 

A man ehece mind has become deranged from being grue- 
fully treated, may in time lose his mind entirely. The killing 
of the man who was the cause may restore his mind to its . 
normal state. 

Killing by accident is something that cannot be avoided. 

Killing in defense of senses, limbs and life is according 
to the laws of the “Supreme Ruler of the Universe.” 

What can be considered an attack upon senses, limbs and 
life? 

When a man raises his hand to strike another man, he is 
placing in jeopardy that man’s senses, limbs and life. Such 
man should be charged with attempt to murder and accused 
of being a traitor to the laws of the country. 

A man who raises his hand to strike at another man is 
yellow, yellow as yellow can be. Let us prove that he is 
yellow. )

ture your skull and death may be the results. It is murder. 

We read in the newspapers quite often, how men have been 
struck and in their fall fractured their skulls and died on the 
way to the hospital. It was murder. 
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For a man to raise his hand to strike at you, may mean the 
foss of a sense, limb and even your life. To kill that man 1s 
justifiable according to the laws of the “Creator.” 

Ninety per cent of the human race would rather imitate 
bad deeds instead of good deeds. To them nothing is noble, 
nothing is holy, nothing rules their minds but the desire to 
destroy, annihilate, to waste and squander. They have a mor- 
bid desire to listen or to look at something rotten, and the 
filthier it is, the greater their interest. To them nothing 
gives greater pleasure than to witness crimes of all descrip- 
tions, to witness battles between males for money or women. 


You may say it is wrong, but we have the proof. Mov- 
ing pictures reflect the mental state of human beings. 99 
per cent of moving pictures display nothing but crimes of all 
descriptions, battles for money and women. If these pictures 
did not interest the people, they would remain away. 

The moving pictures are like a mirror. They reflect the 
mental state of the people. 

Criminals, like comedians, are born: Criminals show their 
criminal tendencies at an extremely early age. 

On public streets, we can see boys who upon the slightest 
provocation will and do raise their hands against any boy 
inferior in strength, as they raise their hands you can see 
in their eyes the expression of a criminal in the embryo state. 
In these boys, we have the future disregarders against law 
and order. 

In public parks, we can see boys playing African golf. 
Five to seven boys are playing, the pot amounts to about 
seven cents, one boy is rolling them, he is trying to make 
eleven. A seven shows up, he has lost. He raises his hands, 
in his eyes you can see anger, rage, yes, you can see murder. 

In these boys, who in public parks or upon the streets are 
always ready to raise their hands, we have the future in- 
mates of jails and penitentiaries, as well as future food for 
gallows. 

Physical Courage: There is no such thing as physical cour- 
age. A man who is willing to fight any one inferior in 


strength and brutality is yellow. Face to face with real dan- 
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ger, danger in which he will have to take a chance upon 
his life, he may prove to be a coward. 

A man who runs into a burning building and rescues a 
woman or child, or should he jump into a river and save a 
drowning person, that is not physical courage, that is mental 
courage. 

Muscular strength and the misleading conception upon 
what constitutes physical courage has never aided human 
progress. Human progress has never been aided except 
through mental strength and courage and the human race 
will not see the Dawn of civilization until human senses, 
limbs, and lives are held sacred. 

Discipline: Discipline is a necessity. Discipline is punish- 
ment for a crime committed, but to punish, we must desig- 
nate by laws what constitutes a crime, and when we have 
decided what constitutes a crime, we must make the penalty 
very severe and.at all the times, the punishment should dou- 
ble for each successive crime committed. To be able to ren- 
der justice, we must make it possible for everyone to know 
what constitutes a crime and the punishment. 

Discipline at schools, at times, is,a necessity, but to render 
justice towards the child, laws should be passed, laws that 
designate what is a crime and the punishment therefor. 

What is not nor should be considered a crime. 

Parents at home should they own a pup, do not, because 
the pup moves around, give it a brutal beating, and children 
during growth, should not be expected to remain motionless. 
If they happen to turn around or move, the teacher should 
not be allowed to brutally beat the child. 

We read in the newspapers quite often where a child has 
died a few days after being brutally beaten by the teacher. 
A beating of that kind is attempt to murder, and when death 
follows, the charges of murder should be placed against the 
teacher and death should be the penalty. 

One horse will run faster than another. One human being 
will assimilate or accumulate more book learning than an- 
other. 

No child at school should be subject to sneers, insults or 
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ridiculed by these mental nonentities, so-called teachers, be- 
cause the child cannot remember nor assimilate as much 
book learning as the other children. 

For the benefit of narrow minded and ignorant parents, 
children who at school are able to assimilate and accumulate 
a great deal of book learning, may some day become a teacher 
or a professor, but they never become constructive thinkers. 

For what the children need to be punished for. 

Disobedience, disregard for senses, limbs, life and other 
peoples’ property. 

When a child has, according to the teacher, committed a 
crime, the teacher, according to law, should report it in writ- 
ing to the principal. Once a week the principal should hold 
court, all the mothers should be present, a jury of twelve 
mothers to be selected and the child should be given a fair 
trial. A teacher will lie as much as anybody. 

When a child is on trial, accused by a teacher of having 
committed a crime, the mother should demand to know at 
what hour the teacher went to bed the night before the day 
that the crime was committed. A mother should know that 
no one, after spending half of the night or the whole night 
out for some reason or another, is capable of performing a 
day’s labor of any description and that applies to teachers 
as well. 

A teacher, before being questioned by either the mother or 
any of the jurists, must take an oath to tell the truth and 
nothing but the truth. To break that oath should carry a 
heavy sentence. :

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the school, all because the system as well as the teachers, rep- 
resent and abide by the laws of the devil.

Wives who go out in the afternoon and squander their 
husbands’ money by patronizing moving pictures, theatres 
and cabarets, besides associating with all kinds of useless, 
as well as worthless element, would, if given a good sound 
spanking, stay at home and perform their duties as wives. 


Justice backed up by force is the ruling. power of the uni- 
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verse. It should be the ruling power within the home. It 
should be the ruling power within a nation, as well as among 
nations, 

Divorces: The predominating Lene of the average fe- 
male at present seems to be—I will marry him, and—? I 
will get a divorce, an alimony. To allow such thoughts to 
breed will lower the moral standard of any nation, and the 
sooner it is stopped, the better for society. 

A just law will stop it, and a just law will be a law that 
denies alimony to any woman who seeks a divorce. 

If a divorce is asked, it should be granted, and the price 
for the divorce should equal the price that chained them 
together. 

Wartime or peacetime to money kings is alike: In time 
of war, they do not go out to stop a bullet, they have too 
much money and they know how to use it. In time of peace 
money kings take no chances of stopping a bullet from a 
criminal and, as a protection, they built homes like a fortress. 
Have you ever passed by a home owned by a money king? 
It is just like a fortress into which criminals cannot enter, 
not even a drunken police officer, if he tried. 

To those who have not the means of building a fortress 
as a protection against criminals, their only protection lies in 
destroying criminals as soon as they are caught. ‘To destroy 
criminals is merely to give them the opportunity of being 
reborn, and upon rebirth subject to an iron discipline, these 
criminals may then develop their minds upon constructive 
thoughts. 

The people of each state should in turn, command their em- 
ployees at the State capital to pass a state law which in per- 
petuity will pay $50,000.00 upon the conviction of anyone 
who has attempted or did commit murder. 

As 85 per cent of criminals are educated men, the reward 
of $150,000.00 will have a retarding influence.
